To  enable  citizenB  to  hold  title  which  had  been  held  hj  AHens  and  Cor- 
porations. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  cf  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
flier,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  rame,  That 
whensoever  any  alien,  or  any  foreign  corporation,  or  corpora- 
tions of  another  or  of  this  state,  shall  have  held  title  to  real 
estate  within  this  state,  which  he  or  they  were  not  by  the  laws  of 
thia  commonwealth  authorized  to  hold,  and  shall  have  heretofore 
conveyed  such  title  to  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  before  any 
inquisition  shall  have  been  taken  against  the  real  estate  so  held 
to  escheat  the  same,  such  citizen  shall  hold,  and  may  convey  such 
title  and  real  estate,  indefeasibly,  as  to  any  right  of  escheat  in 
thh  commonwealth,  by  reason  of  such  real  estate  having  been 
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held  If  an  alien,  or  corporation,  not  authorized  to  hold  the  same, 
or  to  the  extent  in  which  it  had  been  held.

AN    ACT 

To  anthoxize  the  School  Directors  of  BeallsyUIey  Waehington  conoty,  to 
borrow  money. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
iatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
mety  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  directors  of  the  common  schools  of  the  borough  of  Bealls- 
▼ille,  in  the  county  of  Washington,  for  the  time  being,  or  their 
«  successors  in  office^  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 

Uay  borrow  mo- powered  to  borrow  any  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  sixteen 
°®^'  hundred  dollars,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 

cent,  per  annum,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  indebted- 
ness incurred  in  the  enlargement  and  improTenrient  of  the  public 
school  house  in  said  borough;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
To  be  secured  by  for  the  board  of  school  directors  of  said  borough,  to  secure  the 
bond  and  mortr  money  so  borrowed  by  bond  or  bonds,  with  mortgage  or  mort- 
^^^  gftg^s  on  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  common  school  dis- 

trict of  said  borough,  or  otherwise,  as  said  directors  may  direct: 
PioTiio.  Provided^  That  no  certificate  of  loan,  for  the  sum  or  sums  so 

borrowed,  shall,  in  any  case,  be  issued  for  a  less  sum  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 
Loan  to  be  ex-      SECTION  2.  That  any  loan  which  may  be  made  in  pursuance 
empted  from  tax-  of  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  exempted  from  taxa* 
^^^^°'  tion,  and  the  said  school  directors  are  hereby  empowered  to 

provide  for  the  gradual  liquidation  of  the  said  loan,  by  increas- 
ing, if  necessary,  the  special  school  tax  for  building  purposes, 
within  said  school  district,  above  the  rate  fixed  by  existing  laws: 
ProTiflo.  Provided^  The  same  shall  not  exceed  ten  mills  on  the  dollar  an- 

nually.

Relating  to  the  Road  Laws  of  the  county  of  Tioga. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen* 
tativesofthe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met  J  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  aet  passed  the  second  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty,  entitled  **An  Act  relating  to  the  road  laws  of 
M^Kean  and  Tioga  counties,"  he  and  the  same  is  hereby  re-  Repeal, 
pealed,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  county  of  Tioga. 

Section  2.  That  all  the  provisions  of  an  act,  passed  the  four-  certain  act  re- 
teeoth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-fiye,  stored  so  far  as 
entitled  "An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  road  laws  of  the  Jomntj  ^  ^^^* 
counties  of  Tioga,  Potter,  M'Kean  and  Elk,"  which  were  re- 
pealed by  the  act  of  the  second  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  restored  to  their 
full  force  and  effect,  the  same  as  if  they  had  never  been  repealed, 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  county  of  Tioga. 

SBcrioN  3.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  county  of  Saperyiwf8,eleo- 
Tioga  shall,  at  the  next  township  election,  elect  two  supervisors  ^o^^- 
in  each  township,  who  shall  also  be  overseers  of  the  poor  for 
their  respective  townships. 

Section  4.  That  full  force  and  effect  is  hereby  given  to  all  Acts  and  con- 
such  acts  and  contracts  of  the  persons  who  were  elected  super-  JJI^ervUow™*' 
visors  for  the  respective  townships,  in  the  said  county  of  Tioga, 
at  the  last  township  election,  and  to  all  such  service  of  process 
and  proceedings,  in  the  several  courts  of  the  county  of  Tioga, 
as  are  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  passed  the 
foorteeoth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
five,  entitled  <^An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  road  laws 
of  the  counties  of  Tioga,  Potter,  M'Kean  and  Elk,  as  if  said  act 
had  never  beea  repealed.

return  judge,  accurately  and  truly  add  together  the  number  of 
Totes  which  shall  appear  by  said  returns  to  have  been  given  for 
any  person  or  persons  in  respect  to  said  offices  or  stations ;  and 
they  shall  make  out  a  return  of  all  the  votes  polled  for  any  per- 
son or  persons  in  respect  to  said  offices  or  stations,  and  having 
certified  the  same,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  deposited  with  the  borough  clerk  for  safe  keeping 
and  inspection  ;  and  they  shall  also  make  out,  under  their  hands 
and  seals,  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  each  of  the  officers 
aforesaid,  which  said  certificate  shall  be  served  by  the  clerk  ap- 
pointed by  them  on  the  person  thus  elected  ;  and  for  said  ser- 
vice, the  said  return  judges  and  clerks  shall  each  be  entitled  to 
receive  one  dollar,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  borough  trea- 
sury. 

Section  5.  That  the  legislative  power  of  said  borough  shall 
be  vested  in  a  town  council,  which  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  from  each  of  said  wards,  who  shall  be  elected  as  fol- 
lows :  On  the  third  Friday  of  February,  Anno  Domini  one  thoa- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- one,  the  qualified  electors  of  each 
of  the  wards  aforesaid  shall  elect  three  persons  to  represent 
them  in  the  town  council,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  to  serve 
for  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  for  three  years ;  and  on  the  third 
Friday  of  February,  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter,  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  each  of  said  wards  shall  elect  one  person  to  re- 
present them  in  council,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  as  a  member  of  council 
who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  borough,  qualified  to  vote  for  borough 
officers,  nor  unless,  at  the  time  of  the  election,  he  is  a  resident 
of  the  ward  from  whence  he  is  elected.    A  majority  of  the 
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members  of  the  council  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact 
bonaess. 

SscTioN  6.  That  on  the  Tuesday  next  succeeding  their  elec-  Meeting  of  oova- 
tion,  the  conncilmen  elected  by  the  respective  wards  aforesaid,  ^^' 
shall  assemble  at  the  usual  place  for  the  meeting  of  council,  and 
sfaail  be  severally*sworn  or  affirmed  to  support  the  constitution 
of  the  United  Sutes  and  of  this  state,  and  to  discharge  their 
duties  as  conncilmen  with  zeal  and  fidelity ;  and  having  been 
thos  duly  qualified,  shall  proceed  to  elect  one  of  their  own  mem-  Election  of  oil- 
hers  as  president,  and  one  person,  who  need  not  be  a  member  ^^^' 
of  council,  as  clerk. 

Section  7.  The  town  council  may  declare  the  seat  of  any  Yaeftnoies  and 
member  vacant,  who  fails  to  appear  and  take  upon  himself  the  mo<i« of  fiilVpg. 
oath  or  affirmation  aforesaid,  within  two  months  of  the  time  of 
his  election  ;  and  if  any  member  of  council,  who  has  been  duly 
elected  and  qualified,  shall  absent  himself  from  council  for  three 
consecutive  meetings  thereof,  or  shall  violate  any  general  rule 
or  regulation  of  council  relative  to  conncilmen,  his  seat  may 
also  be  declared  vacant.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
office  of  councilman,  from  death,  resignation,  removal  from 
office  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  from  any  other 
caose,  the  council  shall  immediately  order  a  new  election  to  fill 
said  vacancy,  in  the  ward  where  the  same  occurs ;  and  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  burgess  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  said  election,  by  at  least  ten  written  or  printed 
handbills,  posted  in  conspicuous  places  in  said  ward.  The  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  and  conducted  by  the  judge  and  inspectors 
ejected  at  the  next  preceding  spring  election,  and  they  shall  be 
paid  the  usual  fee  for  their  services  out  of  the  borough  treasury. 

Section  8.  At  the  meeting  of  the  town  council  next  succeed-  Eleotion  of  high 
ing  their  organization,  in  each  year,  they  shall  elect  a  citizen  of  oonatable. 
the  borough  as  high  constable,  who  shall  subscribe  the  usual 
oath  or  affirmation  of  office  before  some  justice  of  the  peace, 
and  file  the  same  with  the  borough  clerk,  together  with  a  bond 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  bis  duties.     It  shall  be 
his  doty  to  enforce  the  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the  Datiea  of. 
borough,  and  to  act  in  subordination  to  the  burgess  in  preserving 
its  peace  and  quiet ;  and  for  his  services  he  shall  receive  such 
fees  or  other  compensation  as  may  be  prescribed  by  council. 
He  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  the  pleasure  of  council,  which 
may  elect  his  successor  at  any  time,  when  a  vacancy  occurs. 

Section  9.  Every  ordinance  which  shall  have  passed  the  town  Ordinaneee. 
cooncil,  shall  be  presented  to  the  burgess.  If  he  approves,  he 
shall  sign  it ;  but  if  he  shall  not  approve,  he  shall  return  it,  with 
his  objections,  to  the  council,  which  shall  proceed  to  re-consider 
it.  If,  after  such  consideration,  the  majority  of  all  the  members 
of  the  town  council  shall  agree  to  pass  the  ordinance,  it  shall 
be  binding  and  obligatory,  the  same  as  if  ligoed  by  the  burgess ; 
but  in  such  case  the  votes  of  the  council  shall  be  determinated 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  or 
against  the  ordinance  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes.  If  any 
ordinance  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  burgess  on  or  before  the 
next  rei^ular  meeting  of  council  after  it  shall  be  presented  to 
him,  it  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity  as  if  signed  by 
him  I  and  in  case  of  an  ordinance  becoming  binding  and  obli- 
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gatory  without  the  signature  of  the  hurgess  as  aforesaid,  the 
facts  shall  he  certified  to  and  signed  by  the  president  and  clerk 
of  the  town  council. 

Section  10.  That  in  lieu  of  the  mode  now  provided  hy  law 
for  collecting  the  borough  tax  within  the  limits  of  the  said  bo- 
rough, the  same  shall  be  done  as  follows :  As  soon  after  the 
organization  of  council,  in  each  and  every  year,  as  practicable, 
and  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  June,  the  town  council  shall 
fix  the  rate  per  cent,  of  the  tax,  and  cause  a  duplicate  of  the 
same  to  be  made  out  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  borough 
treasurer,  who  thereupon  shall  give  notice,  by  advertisement  in 
two  papers  in  the  borough  of  Johnstown,  and  hy  handbills,  that 
the  same  is  in  his  hands,  and  that  he  is  ready  to  receive  taxes. 
On  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  the  trea- 
surer shall  allow  an  abatement  of  five  percent.;  on  all  paid  sub- 
sequent to  first  day  of  August,  and  prior  to  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, he  shall  receive  the  amount  in  full ;  and  on  all  paid  to 
him  subsequent  to  the  first  day  of  September,  he  shall  add  five 
per  cent.  On  the  first  day  of  October,  in  each  year,  the  trea- 
surer shall  make  out  a  list  of  delinqueat  tax- payers,  with  the 
amount  due  from  each,  with  ten  per  cent,  additional  added  : 
Provided^  That  no  additional  amount  shall  be  less  than  ten  cents  ; 
and  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  high  constable,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  the  same,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dol- 
lars ;  and  the  said  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  to  said 
constable  his  warrant  to  collect  said  taxes,  granting  him  all  the 
powers  and  immunities  now  by  law  invested  in  the  collectors 
of  county  rates  and  levies :  Provided^  That  no  further  or  addi- 
tional notice  to  tax-payers  shall  be  required  than  the  advertise- 
ment as  aforesaid  :  Jind  provided  furt/uTy  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  constable  to  proceed  immediately  to  collect  the 
same,  by  levy,  distress  and  arrest,  in  obedience  to  his  warrant, 
and  to  make  return  of  his  warrant,  and  the  amount  collected, 
within  sixty  days  from  the  time  the  same  is  placed  in  his  hands  ; 
and  on  failure  to  do  so,  or  to  faithfully  execute  his  warrant,  he 
shall  be  personally  responsible  for  the  amount  not  collected,  ex- 
cept such  amounts  as  the  council  may  have  previously  exoner- 
ated him  from  collecting;  and  the  said  amount  for  which  he 
becomes  responsible  may  be  recovered  from  him  by  the  borough, 
as  other  debts  are  by  law  recoverable.  The  said  treasurer  and 
constable  shall  give  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  respective  duties,  and  the  prompt  disbursement  and  pay- 
ment of  all  money  belonging  to  the  borough  in  their  hands, 
according  to  law  and  the  ordinances  of  the  borough,  in  such 
amounts  and  with  such  security  as  council  may  prescribe. 

S£CTioN  1 1.  That  all  property,  offices,  professions  and  persons 
made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  for  county  rates 
and  levies,  shall  be  taxable,  after  the  same  manner,  for  borough 
purposes;  and  all  taxes  shall  be  based  on  the  last  preceding 
assessment  for  county  purposes,  a  transcript  whereof  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners  of  Cambria  county  to  fur- 
nish to  the  burgess  of  said  borough,  on  demand.

Section  14.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  interfere  with  the  Jaetioes  of  the 
josticesof  the  peace  now  holding  commissions  in  said  borough  ;  ?«•«•• 
but  the, justices  of  the  peace  residing  in  the  respective  wards 
created  and  established  by  this  act,  shall  be  the  justices  of  the 
peace  for  said  wards  until  the  expiration  of  their  respective  com-  Expiration  of 
missions;  and  the  First  ward  shall  elect,  at  their  first  election  oo™™*"^^"- 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  said  ward. 

Section  15.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  bo- 
rongh  of  Johnstown,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
mety  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
John  irvin,  Andrew  Barr  and  James  Ramsey  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view,  lay  out  and  mark 
a  state  road  leading  from  the  public  road  running  from  Freedom, 
Beaver  county,  to  Freeport,  Armstrong  county,  commencing  at 
the  house  of  Mrs.  Jean  Parks,  in  Adams  township,  Butler  county, 
thence  up  west  side  of  Breakneck  creek  to  an  old  blacksmith 
shop  of  John  Ross,  in  Pine  township,  Allegheny  county. 

•Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  after  taking  an  oath  or  affirmation  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them 
by  this  act  with  fidelity  and  impartiality,  to  carefully  view  the 
ground  on  which  the  said  road  may  pass,  and  lay  out  and  mark 
the  same  upon  the  ground  on  the  route  agreed  upon  by  them 
for  the  road  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  super- 
visors readily  to  find  the  same ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling

or  equity,  and  may  hare  and  use  a  common  seal ;  and  shall  haTs 
power  to  purchase,  receive  by  gift  or  otherwise,  have,  hold  and 
enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,  such  real  estate  as  they 
may  purchase,  or  may  be  given  to  them,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  thereon  a  monument,  in  the  village  of  Hatboro',  Mont- 
gomery county,  Pennsylvania,  to  the  memory  of  the  American 
soldiers  who  fell  near  that  place,  in  conflict  with  the  British,  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  ten  acres ;  and  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  authority  to  receive  gifts  and  bequests  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  said  monument,  and  ornamenting  ths 
grounds  around  the  same,  and  to  hold  such  personal  estate  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  2.  That  the  aflairs  of  the  said  association  shall  bt 
conducted  by  a  president,  vice  president,  five  managers,  trea- 
surer and  secretary,  who  shall  bis  elected  by  a  majority  of  ths 
votes  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  present  and  voting  at 
the  election,  on  the  first  Monday  of  November,  in  each  and 
every  year ;  and  in  case  no  election  shall  be  held  at  the  time 
aforesaid,  the  officers  of  the  preceding  year  shall  continue  in 
office  until  an  election  shall  be  held.  The  said  president,  vice 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  fill  all  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  their  own  body,  out  of  some  of  the  members  of 
the  association ;  and  shall  have  power  to  take  charge  of  the  said 
Hatboro'  monument,  and  to  lay  out  and  ornament  the  grounds 
of  the  said  association  around  the  said  monument ;  to  erect  such 
buildings,  fences  or  other  erections  thereon  as  they  may  deem 
necessary ;  to  appoint  all  necessary  officers  other  than  the  above, 
and  fix  their  several  duties  and  compensation  ;  and  to  make  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  con- 
ducting the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  controlling  its  pro- 
perty. 

Section  3.  Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  to  the  funds 
for  the  purposes  of  this  association,  shall  be  a  member  thereof, 
and  shall  continue  a  member  thereof  upon  payment  of  such 
yearly  sum,  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  association;  and  any  person  contributing  five  dollars,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  a  life  member  of  this  association. 

Section  4.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  assembly  of  sev- 
enth of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  relating 
to  punishment  for  violating  grave-yards,  or  for  wilfully  injuring 
the  same,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  to  the  property 
of  this  association,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  fully  recited 
therein. 

Section  5.  The  first  election  for  officers  of  this  association 
shall  be  held  at  such  time  as  the  majority  of  the  members  pre* 
sent  at  any  meeting  shall  determine,  but  each  subsequent  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  as  heretofore  prescribed. 

Section  6.  That  the  property  of  this  association  shall  be  ex-

SEcnoif  1.  Beii  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tativesofthe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
wut^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Brutus  De  Villeroi,  Charles  Baker,  T.  N.  Davis,  and  such  other  Oorporaton. 
persons  as  shall  be  associated  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title 
of  the  Anaerican  sab-marine  and  salvage  company,  with  a  capi-  BijU. 
tal  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  Capital, 
power  to  increase  the  same  to  not  exceeding  one  million  of  dol- 
lars, whenever  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  shall  so  deter- 
mine ;  which  capital  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each.

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  assembly,  passed  February  twenty* 
seventh,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  Cohock- 
sink  creek,  in  the  then  township  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  and 
county  of  Philadelphia,  from  the  mouth  thereof  to  the  bridge 
on  the  road  leading  to  Frankford,  was  declared  a  public  high- 
way, forty  feet  in  width,  for  the  passage  of  all  kinds  of  vessels 
ana  rafts  which  can  float  therein ;  and  by  an  act  passed  April 
sixteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  the  said 
creek,  of  the  width  aforesaid,  from  the  said  bridge  up  to  Sixth 
street,  was  also  declared  a  public  highway,  and  authority  given 
to  the  municipal  commissioners  to  erect  a  culvert  along  the 
same: 

jSnd  whereas^  Upon  the  survey  and  plan  of  the  said  township

sable. The  said  bonds  shall  be  wholly  exempt  from  taxation 
for  any  purpose  whatever :  Provided^  That  if  any  of  the  money 
authorized  to  be  borrowed  by  this  act,  be  placed  in  the  treasury 
of  the  county,  the  treasurer  shall  not  be  allowed  for  his  whole 
services  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  per  centum,  to  be  rated  upon 
the  amount  so  placed  therein :  .dnd  promded  aUo^  That  no  bond 
shall  be  issued  for  a  less  sum  than  one  hundred  dollars.

For  the  Commntation  of  Toaaage  Ihitiefl. 

Whereas,  By  a  provision  of  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Penn- 
Preuable.  sylvania  railroad  company,  approved  the  thirteenth  of  April, 

eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  a  supplement  thereto,  ap- 
proved the  twenty-seventh  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-eight,  a  tax  or  duty  was  imposed  on  all  tonnage  loaded  or 
received  at  Harrisburg,  Pittsburg  and  intermediate  points,  and 
carried  or  conveyed  on  the  railroad  of  the  said  company  more 
than  twenty  miles,  which  said  tax  was  intended  to  compensate 
for  any  probable  diminution  in  the  receipts  of  the  main  line  of 
the  public  works,  (then  owned  by  the  state,)  by  reason  of  the 
construction  and  operation  of  the  said  railroad : 

^nd  whereas^  It  was  provided  in  the  third  section  of  the  act 
for  the  sale  of  the  main  line  of  the  public  works,  approved  the 
sixteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  that 
if  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company  should  become  the  pur- 
chasers of  the  said  works,  the  said  company,  in  addition  to  the 
sum  of  seven  millions  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,(|7,500,000,) 
the  price  limited  by  the  said  act,  should  pay  the  sum  of  one  mil- 
lion five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  ($1>500)000,)  in  five  per 
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cent,  bonds  of  the  company ;  and  that  thereopon  the  said  com- 
pany, and  the  Harrisburg,  Portsmouth,  Mount  Joy  and  Lancas- 
ter railroad  company  should,  in  consideration  thereof,  be  dis- 
charged by  the  commonwealth  forever  from  the  payment  of  all 
taxes  upon  tonnage  or  freight  carried  over  said  railroads,  and 
the  said  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company  should  be  released 
from  the  payment  of  all  other  taxes  or  duties  on  its  capital 
flock,  bonds,  dividends  or  property : 

And  whertaSj  It  was  subsequently  decided  by  the  supreme 
court  of  this  commonwealth,  that  while  the  legislature  had  full 
authority  to  repeal  the  provisions  of  the  said  acts,  by  which  the 
said  tonnage  tax  was  imposed,  yet,  inasmuch  as  part  of  the  said 
kst  mentioned  section  in  the  act  for  the  sale  of  the  main  line 
placed  all  the  property  of  the  said  company  beyond  the  reach 
of  the  taxing  power,  it  was,  therefore,  to  that  extent,  unconsti- 
tutional and  void : 

^nd  wJkertaSj  it  was  the  clear  intention  of  the  legislature,  by 
the  said  act  for  the  sale  of  the  main  line,  in  case  the  said  the 
Feonsyivania  railroad  company  should  become  the  purchaser  of 
the  same,  to  exonerate  and  release  the  said  company  from  fur- 
ther liability  for  the  payment  of  the  said  tonnage  tax,  and  for 
the  additional  consideration  therein  named,  all  other  taxes;  and 
as  the  said  tonnage  tax  now  falls  indirectly  on  flour,  grain,  cat- 
tle, iron,  minerals  and  other  domestic  products  transported  on 
one  line  of  improvements,  while  similar  products  transported 
on  other  lines  are  exempt  from  the  same ;  and  as  the  reason  for 
the  imposition  thereof  ceased  to  exist  on  the  sale  of  the  works 
it  was  intended  to  protect,  the  right  of  the  state  any  longer  to 
demand  the  payment  of  the  said  tax  is  denied,  and  said  demand 
has  led  to  litigation  between  the  state  and  the  company,  and 
will  probably  involve  the  parties  in  litigation  with  citizens  of 
other  states,  to  the  injury  of  our  internal  trade  and  commerce, 
which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  government  to  encourage  and  pro- 
tect, by  all  lawfnl  means : 

And  whereas^  The  said  company  has  proposed  a  compromise 
and  final  settlement  of  the  question,  by  paying  into  the  trea- 
sary,  in  commutation  of  the  said  tonnage  tax,  and  in  discharge 
thereof,  such  additional  sum,  semi-annually,  over  and  above  the 
instalments  of  principal  and  the  interest  on  its  debt  to  the  state, 
as  may  be  required  to  make  said  payments/amount  to  four  hun- 
dred and  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($460,000)  annually,  until  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  at  which  time  the  entire  bal- 
ance of  the  principal  and  interest  shall  be  paid  in  full ;  and  by 
paying,  also,  in  addition  to  the  said  semi-annual  instalments,  all 
other  taxes  on  their  property  to  which  they  may  hereafter  be

Preamble.  Whereas,  The  Sunbury  and  Erie  railroad  company  have  made 

application  to  this  General  Assembly  for  the  passage  of  an  act 
to  change  the  name  of  the  said  corporation,  so  that  the  same 
shall  hereafter  be  called  and  known  as  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie 
railroad  company :

BeTUiog  the  Charter  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  city  of  Beiding. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Asstmhhj 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  inhabitants  of  the  municipal  corporation  of  the  mayor,  aider- 
men  and  citizens  of  Heading,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  for  all 
the  purposes  for  which  cities  are  by  law  incorporated  in  this 
commonwealth,  with  the  boundaries  as  at  present  establishedf 
excepting  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  continue  to  be  one  body 
politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  under  the  style  and  denomination 
of  the  city  of  Heading ;  and  as  such  shall  have,  exercise  and 
enjoy  all  the  rights,  immunities,  powers  and  privileges,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  now  incumbent 
upon  and  appertaining  to  said  city  as  a  municipal  corporation. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  city  shall  be  divided  into  wards,  as 
follows,  to  wit :  First  ward,  that  part  thereof  now  constitaling 
Spruce  ward  ;  Second  ward,  that  part  thereof  now  constituting 
South- West  ward  i  Third  ward,  that  part  thereof  now  consti- 
tuting South-£ast  ward ;  Fourth  ward,  that  part  thereof  now 
constituting  North- East  ward ;  Fifth  ward,  that  part  thereof 
now  constituting  North- West  ward;  and  whenever  a  street, 
road  or  railroad  is  the  dividing  line,  the  centre  thereof  shall  be 
understood ;  and  that  all  elections  in  said  city  of  Reading  shall 
be  held  on  the  respective  days  fixed  by  law,  between  the  hours 
of  eight  o'clock,  ante  meridian,  and  seven  o'clock,  post  meridian, 
in  the  several  wards,  at  the  places  now  fixed  by  Jaw.

said  city,  for  a  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture  greater  than  the  sum 
of  five  dollars,  the  said  city  shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal 
as  the  defendant  aforesaid,  under  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions, except  entering  into  recognizance  as  aforesaid. 

Section  27.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  of  Keading  Eleotion  of  oity 
shaJ],  on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  treMunr.

to  the  city,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
in  sDch  amount  as  the  city  councils  shall  direct,  and  with  such 
soreties  as  shall  be  by  them  approved  $  and  shall,  before  he 
enters  npon  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an-  oath  or  affirmation, 
before  the  mayor,  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  Ifnited 
States  and  of  this  commonwealth,  and  honestly  to  keep  and 
account  for  all  public  moneys  and  property  entrusted  to  his  care, 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  with  fidelity.

Sitleaor*"*^  a  tax  collector  or  collectors  to  collect  the  city  tax  on  personal 
property,  and  objects  not  hereinbefore  provided  for,  who  shall, 
on  the  delivery  of  the  duplicate  or  duplicates  to  him  or  them 
respectively,  proceed  to  collect  the  amount  of  such  duplicate  or 
duplicates  from  the  persons  therein  respectively  charged;  aad 
for  which  purpose  he  or  they  shall  have  all  the  power  and  aa- 
thoriiy  now  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  state  and 
county  taxes ;  and  if  any  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make 
payment  of  the  amount  of  tax  due  by  him  within  twenty  days 
from  the  time  of  demand  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer 

Itfvj.  holding  the  duplicate  wherein  such  tax  shall  be  charged,  to  lery 

such  amount  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of 
such  delinquent,  giving  ten  days'  public  notice  of  such  sale,  by 
written  or  printed  advertisements ;  and  in  case  goods  and  chat* 
tels  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  same,  with  the  costs,  cannot  be 
found,  such  officer  shall  be  authorized  to  take  the  body  of  such 

Impriaonmuit.  delinquent,  and  convey  him  to  the  prison  of  the  county  of  Berks, 
there  to  remain  until  the  amount  of  such  tax,  together  with  the 
costs  and  charges,  shall  be  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid,  or  until 
he  shall  be  otherwise  discharged  by  due  course  of  law. 

Civil  eBsioMr  to      SECTION  4-1.  That  the  councils  of  the  city  of  Keiiding,  withia 

the  oounoiia^  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  are  hereby  autho- 
rized and  required  to  appoint  a  competent  civil  engineer,  with 
such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in  cast 
of  a  vacancy,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  the  councils  of  said 

PatiMof.  city,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  done, 

to  survey  and  mark  the  lines  of  all  the  streets  and  highways  of

and  for  that  purpose  the  said  engineer  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority,  with  or  without  his  assistant  or  assistants,  to  enter 
upon  the  land  of  any  person  or  persons  within  the  said  city  \ 
and  when  the  said  survey  and  regulations  shall  be  completed, 
the  said  engineer  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  duplicate 

Bttpliosto drafts,  drafts  or  plans  thereof,  with  every  position  and  explanation  ne- 
cessary for  a  full  understanding  of  the  same,  distinctly  desig- 
nating where  the  new  streets,  avenues  and  highways  shall 
hereafter  be  opened ;  and  one  of  the  said  drafts  or  plans  shall 
be  returned  to  the  councils,  who  shall  keep  the  same  in  such

councils  to  give  at  least  thirty  days'  previous  notice  in  at  least 
two  of  the  public  newspapers  published  in  the  said  city,  that  on 
a  certain  day  or  days,  to  be  appointed  by  the  court^  the  said  Court  to  heuob- 
eourt  will  hear  any  objections  that  may  be  made  thereto  by  any  jeotionatoBurvej 
freeholder  or  citizen  of  the  said  city  j  and  the  said  court  shall,  *^  '***  *  ^^' 
at  the  time  appointed,  adjudge  and  determine  whether  any,  and 
what  alterations  shall  be  made  therein,  and  shall  direct  the  draft 
or  plan,  with  such  alterations  as  shall  be  made,  to  be  recorded  Alteratlonf. 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  thenceforth  all  the 
streets,  avenues  and  highways,  as  therein  contained,  shall  be 
forerer  deemed,  adjudged  and  taken  to  be  public  highways  ;  and 
the  survey  and  regulations  of  the  said  streets,  avenues  and 
highways  so  returned  and  recorded  shall  be  and  remain  unal- 
terable; and  in  case  the  city  councils,  by  themselves  or  their 
officers,  shall  deviate  from  the  regulations  of  the  streets,  aven- 
ues and  highways  so  as  aforesaid  established,  and  damages 
should  accrue  to  the  property  of  any  person  or  persons  in  con- 
sequence thereof,  the  said  city  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  Liabilitj  of  cHj 
of  such  damages;  and  all  streets  or  highways  not  retained  in  tor damagos. 
the  said  draft  or  plan  as  such,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
vacated,  and  inasmuch  as  the  public  convenience  will,  for  the 
present,  be  answered  by  a  certain  knowledge  where,  and  in  what 
manner,  streets,  avenues  and  highways  will  in  future  run  ;  but  Stroatt,  aveiiaM 
as  it  may  not  be  necessary  immediately  to  lay  all  of  them  open,  *"V*Jl!**5J*^*' 
and  in  order  to  provide  for  the  opening  and  widening  thereof 
according  to  the  draft  or  plan  aforesaid,  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  increasing  improvement  of  the  city  may  require,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  city  councils,  by  joint  resolution,  or 
any  six  freeholders,  by  petition,  to  apply  to  the  court  of  quarter

plain  aforesaid,  after  the  approval  and  recording  of  the  same, 
such  owner  or  owners,  representatives  or  assigns,  shall  not  be 
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Powenand  da- 
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SEmtsn  911.  Tkat  the  tnayor  of  said  city  shall  be  the  chief 
executiTe  magistrate  thereof,  and  shall  be,  ex-o^oo,  a  justice  of 
the  peace  within  the  city.  It  shall  be  his  daty  to  be  vigilant 
and  active  in  cauaiog  the  laws  of  this  oominonwealth,  and  the 
laws  and  ordinances  of  said  city,  to  be  executed  and  enforced 
therein ;  and  in  order  to  enable  him  more  effectually  to  preserve 
the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  city,  all  the  powers  given  to 
shenffs  of  this  commonwealth  to  prevent  roots,  riots  and  ti* 
multuous  assemblies  are  hereby  conferred  upon  him.  He  shill 
also  communicate  to  councils  at  the  first  stated  meeting  in  the 
month  of  January  of  each  year,  and  oftener,  if  deemed  expe- 
dient, the  condition  of  the  city  in  relation  to  its  government, 
finances  and  improvements,  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  ail 
such  measures  as  the  business  and  interests  of  the  city  may,  in 
his  opinion,  require.

He  shnl 
also  have  power  to  commit  to  the  prison  of  Berks  county,  for  i 
term  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  any  dissolute  person  or  persoui 
who  may  be  detected  in  reveling  in  the  highways,  conimlttiui 
any  mischief,  or  otherwise  behaving  in  a  disorderly  n^anner,  X< 
the  disturbance  or  annoyance  of  the  peaceable  inhabitants  o 
said  city.  He  is  also  hereby  empowered,  during  his  continuant 
in  office,  to  receive  and  take  the  acknowledgments  of  all  deeds 
mortgages  and  other  instruments  of  writing,  as  fully  and  effec 
tually  as  the  judges  of  the  several  courts  of  common  pleas  am 
justices  of  the  peace  of  this  commonwealth  now  have  or  ma| 
hereafter  have,  and  also  full  power  and  authority  to  adminisie 
oaths  and  affirmations  in  all  cases,  matters  and  things  whatsc 
ever,  as  justices  of  the  peace  now  have  by  virtue  of  their  sail 
offices,  and  if  required,  to  use  the  offici^  seal  in  attestatio 
thereof;  and  shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  services  rendered  ii 
the  exercise  of  his  jurisdiction,  as  are  by  law  allowed  to  th 
justices  of  the  peace  of  this  commonwealth  for  similar  servicei

Mccordiog  to  the  draft  or  plan  aforesaid,  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  increasing  improvement  of  the  city  may  require,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  city  councils,  by  joint  resolution,  or 
aay  six  freeholders,  by  petition,  to  apply  to  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  said  county  of  Berks,  who,  after  hearing  the 
said  application,  and  such  of  the  freeholders  through  whose 
knd  snch  street,  avenue  or  highway  may  pass,  as  shall  offer

such  street,  avenue  or  highway ;  and  the  engineer  aforesaid 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  such  changes  ia  the 
northern  and  eastern  boundary  lines  of  the  city  of  Reading  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient  to  have  the  same  conform  with  the 
streets,  avenues  and  highways  surveyed  and  laid  out  as  afore- 
said, and  make  drafts  of  such  lines,  and  of  the  changes  to  the 
same,  with  the  (bourses  and  distances  as  located  by  him,  together 
with  a  report  of  his  proceedings,  and  to  file  copies  of  such  drafts 
and  reports  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  county  of  Berks ;  and  the  lines  so  located  aad 
marked  shall  be  and  remain  the  dividing  lines  between  the  city 
of  Heading,  and  the  townships  of  AJsace  and  Muhlenberg. 

Section  42.  That  npon  the  said  draft  or  plan  being  recorded 
as  provided  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  county  of  Berks  to  appoint  six  discreet  and  dis- 
interested freeholders,  neither  of  whom  shall  reside  or  own 
real  estate  within  the  said  city,  who,  being  first  sworn  or  affirmed, 
shall  inquire  what  damages  the  owner  or  owners  of  lands,  boase 
or  houses,  or  other  property,  shall  or  may  sustain  by  reason  of 
the  same  being  taken,  used  and  appropriated  for  the  ase  of 
public  streets,  avenues  or  highways,  according  to  the  said  draft 
or  plan ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  freeholders,  in  as- 
sessing damages,  to  consider  the  advantages  which  may  aecme 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  house  or  houses,  or  other 
property,  by  reason  of  opening  such  street,  avenue  or  highway. 
That  upon  the  return  of  the  valuation  and  assessment  of  dam- 
ages as  aforesaid,  and  the  approval  of  the  same  by  the  said 
court,  the  same  shall  be  the  damages  that  the  owner  or  owners 
aforesaid,  or  his  or  their  legal  representatives  and  assigns,  shall

That  all  writs  of  scire  faciaa  on  claims  for  taxes,  Logsi  pnoood- 
or  liens  filed  for  curbing,  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  of  the  ing>  in  ouoi  of 
sidewalks  or  footways  of  the  said  city,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  iiras  lUe^^ 
shall  be  served  by  the  sherifi*  or  coroner  of  the  county  of  Berks, 
by  posting  a  true  and  attested  copy  of  the  writ  on  a  conspicuous 
part  of  the  premises  therein  described,  and  by  publishing  a  brief 
notice  thereof  in  two  weekly  newspapers  in  said  city,  for  two 
weeks  before  the  returi^  day  $  on  which  service  being  made,  the 
plaintifis  in  such  suits  may  proceed  to  recover  judgments,  as

That  the  councils  of  said  city  shall  provide  for 
the  erection  of  market  houses  and  places  for  ntarkets,  and  the 
renting  of  the  same ;  to  make  such  and  so  many  laws  and  reg'u- 
lations  as  they  may  judge  proper  for  the  regulation  of  the  mar- 
kets, and  provide  for  the  regulation  of  weights  and  measures,  in 
accordance  with  the  standard  weights  and  measures  of  this  com- 
monwealth, within  the  said  city ;  and  the  said  councils  may 
provide  for  the  licensing,  regulating  and  restraining  of  auctions, 
brokers,  pawnbrokers  and  theatrical  or  other  public  amusementa 
within  the  said  city,  under  such  pains  and  penalties  as  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  be  ordained  and  established ;  and  shall  also 
have  power  to  provide  for  the  taxing  or  licensing,  regulating

ble, to  the  general  plan  and  regulations  of  said  city,  as  adopted 
at  the  time;  and  all  charters  authorizing  the  construction  of

That  the  city  of  Reading  shall  hereafter  consti-  one  aohooi  dis- 
tnte  one  school  district,  to  be  termed  the  Heading  school  dis-  triot,  proTiiUsa 
trict;  and  all  the  real  and  personal  property  now  belonging  to  "^•^^▼•*<*- 
the  several  wards,  for  school  purposes,  shall  be  the  common  pro- 
perty of  said  district,  and  likewise  the  indebtedness  of  the  said 
wards  shall  become  the  common  debt  of  the  district ;  and  the 
members  of  the  board  of  controllers  for  the  time  being  shall 
have  power  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  and  the  same  rights  and 
powers  in  relation  to  the  said  real  and  personal  property,  and 
property  which  may  be  acquired  hereafter,  as  is  now  by  law

Section  55.  That  if  any  person  elected  to  any  office  herein

under  the  present  charter,  shall  hold  their  offices  as  they  now 
may  or  can  do  by  law,  until  the  officers  provided  for  in  this  aet 
are  duly  elected  and  qualified  under  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
and  as  soon  as  this  act  shall  go  into  operation,  all  suits,'  prose- 
cutions, debts  and  claims  whatsoever,  to  which  the  mayor,  al- 
dermen and  citizens  of  Reading  shall  be  a  party,  shall,  by  force 
thereof,  become  transferred  to  the  said  city,  which,  in  all  suits 
now  pending,  shall  be  substituted  as  party  therein,  and  be  under 
the  management  and  control  thereof,  as  fully  and  completely  as 
if  no  alteration  had  been  made  in  the  said  charter ;  and  all  con- 
tracts, claims  and  demands,  of  whatsoever  nature,  now  existing, 
and  whether  the  same  be  performable  or  payable  presently  or  in 
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the  fatare  by  tte  said  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of  Read- 
ing, shall,  by  force  and  virtue  of  this  act,  be  fulfilled  by  and  be 
lecoTerable  from  or  payable  by  the  city  of  Heading. 

Sbction  57.  That  as  often  as  any  doubts  shall  arise  touching  Oonitniotion  of 
the  eonstruction  of  this  act,  the  same  shall,  in  all  courts  of  law  ^^^  ^t. 
and  equity  and  elsewhere,  be  construed  and  taken  most  favor- 
ably for  the  said  corporation :  Provided^  That  this  act,  and  the  ProTifo. 
powers  and  authorities  herein  vested  in  the  said  city,  shall  not

Section  1,  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Reprenn- 
tativea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pewnsyhania  in  General  Aastm* 
bly  met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That

Section  4.  That  whenever  an  indigent  insane  person  shall  LUUUty  of  city, 
hereafter  be  sent  to  said  hospital,  the  city  or  county  from  which  Jffp  J J,"^f  ^"i 
he  or  she  was  sent,  shall  be  liable  to  the  trustees  of  the  hospital  ioMnof      ^^ 
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for  his  or  her  maintenance,  and  shall  have  remedy  over  against 
the  proper  township,  where  by  existing  laws  the  township  is 
liable  for  the  support  of  such  pauper,  and  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  township  shall  have  remedy  over  against  the  pro* 
perty  of  the  pauper,  or  against  any  relative  required  by  law  to 
maintain  him  or  her,  to  the  extent  of  their  liability  under  the 
poor  laws. 

Section  5.  That  in  all  cases  where  money  is  now,  or  hereaf- 
ter shall  become  due  to  said  hospital  from  any  township  or 
county,  on  account  of  the  maintenance  of  any  person  sent  there 
by  the  proper  legal  authorities,  and  no  suit  is  now  pending  for 
the  recovery  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  treasurer  of  the 
hospital  to  cause  a  statement  of  the  account,  with  notice  of  the 
amount  claimed,  to  be  served  on  the  commissioners  of  the  proper 
county,  or  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township,  and  if  the 
same  is  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  such  notice  and  demand, 
to  place  such  claim  in  the  hands  of  the  attorney  general  of  the 
commonwealth,  whose  official  duty  it  shall  be  to  cause  suit  to

shall  do  np  injury  to  the  person  or  property  of  any  one  when 
at  large,  tp  continue  during  such  term  of  time  as  the  court  or 
judge  may  direct. 

Sectipn  7.  That  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  they 
are  heri^by  applied  to  the  Western  Pennsylvania  hospital ;  and

That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  com* 
pany  shall  keep  just  and  fair  accounts  of  all  moneys  received 
by  them  in  any  way,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  also 
of  all  moneys  by  them  expended,  and  all  voluntary  contribu- 
tions to  said  company,  and  shall  at  least  once  a  year,  or  when- 
ever called  on,  submit  their  accounts  to  the  inspection  of  any 
or  all  the  stockholders.

for  every  dearborn  wagon  with  one  horse,  ten  cents ;  for  every 
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chaise,  coach,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  with  two  horses  and  four 
wheels,  fifteen  cents;  for  either  of  the  last  named  carriages 
with  four  horses,  twenty  cents;  for  every  other  carriage  of 
pleasure,  under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  rates  of  tolls, 
according  to  the  number  of  wheels  or  horses  drawing  the  same ; 
for  every  sled  or  sleigh,  five  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the

That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  cut,  destroy,  or  Penalty  for  dam- 
break,  or  remove  from  off  said  bridge,  or  any  part  thereof,  any  **•■  ^  bridge. 
piece  of  timber,  stone,  plank,  chains,  boh,  or  any  materials 
whatsoever  belonging  to  said  bridge,  or  otherwise  wilfully  or 
maltcionsJy  damage  the  same,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending, 
shall  forfeit  or  pay  for  every  such  offence,  over  and  above  the 
damage  done  to  said  bridge,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be 
recovered,  with  costs,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Section  9.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  keep  just  Aooountaoftollg. 
and  true  accounts  of  all  tolls  received  by  their  respective  col- 
lectors of  tolls  for  crossing  said  bridge,  and  shall  make  and 
declare  a  dividend  of  the  profits  and  income  thereof,  among  all  Di?idend0. 
the  stockholders  of  said  company,  in  proportion  to  the  shares  . 
respectively  held  by  each,  and  deducting  therefrom  all  contin- 
gent costs  and  charges,  and  such  proportion  of  said  income  as 
may  by  them  be  deemed  necessary  for  a  growing  fund  for  re- 
pairing or  re-buiiding  said  bridge^  no  dividends  or  profits  shall 
be  declared  until  all  the  expense  of  building  and  constructing 
said  bridge  shall  be  fully  paid.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hou^e  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  atuhority  of  the  same^  That 
Samuel  E.  Hartranft,  Frederick  Haas,  Ferry  M.  Hunter,  Wil-  Corporators.

rights,  powers,  privileges  and  franchises  conferred  upon  such 
company  by  the  said  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  by 
any  other  act  of  assembly,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions 
and  liabilities  therein  contained  j  and  the  evidence  of  such  re-

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Reprtsen^ 
tativee  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penneyivania  in  General  Assembly 
«Kf ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  ceuthority  of  the  same^  Tbot 
the  $rnxkd  Binff  of  the  militia  of  this  commonwealth  shall,  in  GmndBt^^iiitiB- 
addition  to  the  commander-in-chief,  who  shall  have  one  aid  for  ber,  apfMintaviit 
each  division,  to  be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  him  daring  ^^  '^'^  ^  * 
his  term  of  office,  consist  of  one  adjutant  geneni,  who,  until 
otherwise  ordered,  shall  act  as  paymaster  general,  inapector

Whsebas,  The  jail  of  the  county  of  Fayette  is  so  weak  and 
insecure  as  to  be  altogether  unfit  for  the  detention  of  prisoners 
and  convicts,  as  evidenced  by  the  reports  of  several  grand  juries, 
and  by  the  frequent  escape  of  persons  confined  therein : 

^ndufhereasy  In  consequence  thereof,  the  sheriflTof  said  county 
has  been  put  to  considerable  trouble  and  expense  in  having  guards 
and  in  attempting  to  re-capture  such  escaped  persons ;  therefore, 

Section  I,  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met  J  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  sheriff  of  said  county  be  allowed  a  reasonable  and  fair  com- 
pensation for  the  expense  and  trouble  heretofore  incurred  or  here* 
after  to  be  incurred  b^  him  in  hiring  guards  and  in  attempts  to 
re-capture  escaped  prisoners  and  convicts ;  the  amount  of  such 
compensation  in  each  case  to  be  fixed  by  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  said  county,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  funds, 
through  an  order  upon  the  county  treasurer,  drawn  by  the  com- 
missioners of  the  county,  who  are  hereby  required  to  draw  such 
order  upon  the  request  of  the  sheriff,  accompanied  with  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  clerk  of  said  court  of  the  due  allowance  by  said 
court  of  the  claim.

The  SosquehaDDa  canal  company  having  met  with  several  Prtamble. 
losses  by  reason  of  the  breach  of  the  dam  at  Columbia,  and  from 
other  causes,  is  unable  to  pay  the  interest  upon  their  debts,  in 
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order  to  secure  the  same  ia  their  order  of  priority,  the  said  com- 
pany executed,  on  the  twenty-third  of  NoFeiBber,  Anno  Domini 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty*nine,  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust 
for  that  purpose,  in  pursuance  of  the  terms  thereof,  and  in  ex* 
ercise  of  their  legal  rights,  measuses  may  be  taken  by  the  hold* 
ers  of  bonds  of  said  company  to  procure  the  sale  of  said  canal, 
for  the  payment  of  obligations  due  them  and  in  arrear ;  and 
iDftsmueh  as  the  sale  thereof  would  be  most  injurious,  as  well 
to  the  state  of  Maryland,  which  has  extended  liberal  aid  to  said

Section  1.  Be^  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^ssewt- 
bly  mety  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  president,  managers  and  company  of  the  Schuvikill  bridge, 
at  Matson's  Ford,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered  to  regulate  the  time  that  persons  may  pass  over  said  bridge, 
free  of  toll,  in  going  to  or  returning  from  places  of  public  wor- 
ship j  also  the  mode  of  passing  over  said  bridge  in  such  manner 
as  to  prevent  injury  thereto,  or  interruptions  or  annoyance  to 
those  passing  the  same,  and  generally  to  make  and  ordain  such

Sscnoif  U  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  tf  Pennsyivania  in  General  Assembly 
sicr,  (mtf  it  ie  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  eame^  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  Bnnniagatlam 
goats  to  run  at  large  within  the  limits  of  the  county  of  Schuyl-  jj/^**  prohlw- 
kill,  unless  they  be  hoppled  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  them 
unable  to  leap  any  board,  rail  or  other  fence  of  a  height  of  four 
feet. 

S£CTioif  2.  If  any  goat  or  goats  shall  be  found  at  large,  con-  Penalty, 
tiary  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  any  tinrnahjp,  ward 
or  borough  of  said  county,  upon  complaint,  under  oath,  being 
mfide  before  him,  to  direct  any  constable  of  said  oonnty  to  seize 
said  goat  or  goats  so  found,  and  to  canse  pttbiic  notice  of  snch 
sjBizure  to  b^  given  in  the  district  where  the  same  may  have  oc- 
QUrred ;  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  goat  or  goats  shall 
T^eeover  the  same  only  by  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  one  dollar 
for  eaph  and  every  goa^t  so  seized  $  said  fine  to  be  for  the  use  of 
the  party  entering  the  complaint  and  the  cost  of  the  proceed- 
ings.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Sen&te  and  House  of  ReprtHn*^ 
tetitee  of  the  Commonioealth  of  Penneyhania  in  General  Jlseemhl^ 
met^  and  it  ie  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  Mxtoe,  That 
any  fanner,  or  person  whose  principal  occupation  is  that  of  a 
fiBLrmer,  being  the  lessee  or  occupant  of  a  stall  m  any  of  the

To  iDCorporate  the  Conestoga  and  Big  Spring  Valley  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem^ 
bly  meiy  and  it  ie  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Doctor  Henry  Carpenter,  Patrick  Kelly,  George  K.  Reed,  of  the  Oo9unitilon6n. 
city  of  Lancaster,  Harris  Boardman,  S.  P.  Spenoeri  of  Lancas- 
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ter  township,  John  Eshleman,  (miJler,)  John  B.  Kreiter  and 
Henry  K.  Stoner,  of  West  Lampeter  township,  and  all  in  Lan- 
caster county,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  open 
books,  receive  subscriptions  and  organize  a  company,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  Conestoga  and  Big  Spring  Valley 
turnpike  road  company,  with  power  to  construct  a  turnpike 
road  from  the  intersection  of  the  Strasburg  road,  or  Rockknd 
street,  with  Vine  street,  in  the  city  of  Lancaster,  to  the  branch 
road  of  the  Willow  Street  turnpike  company,  at  the  Long  lane, 
in  Big  Spring  valley.  West  Lampeter  township,  Lancaster 
county,  and  at  or  near  the  residence  of  Christian  Kohrer,  by 
the  following  route :  From  Vine  street,  along  and  upon  Rock- 
land street,  to  the  Conestoga  creek,  near  Spencer  and  Board- 
man's  cotton  factory,  with  the  right,  between  those  points,  to 
deviate  from  the  present  road  and  occupy  other  adjacent 
ground  with  the  new  one,  wherever  deemed  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient, and  to  use  the  present  bridge  over  Conestoga  creek,  or 
cross  the  creek  near  it  and  erect  a  new  bridge;  from  Conestoga 
creek  to  pursue  the  most  eligible  route,  wi&  respect  to  grade 
and  direction,  to  Mill  creek,  which  may  be  intersected  at  any

for i  thereupon  such  owner  or  owners  shall  possess,  in  fee  sim- 
ple, the  said  vacated  ground,  so  far  as  his  or  their  premises  ad- 
joins the  same,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of 
the  act  regulating  turnpike  and  plank  road  companies,  approved 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-nine,  and  the  several  supplements  thereto. 

Section  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  con- 
sist of  six  hundred  and  forty  shares,  at  twenty-five  dollars  per 
share:  Providedy  That  said  company  may  from  time  to  time, 
by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  stockholders,  at  a  meeting 
called  for  that  purpose,  increase  the  capital  stock  so  much  as 
may  be  necessary,  in  their  opinion,  to  carry  out  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  act.

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  JJssembhf 
met  J  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Joseph  Green,  Carlton  B.  Curtis,  William  S.  Cohell,  Jonathan 
Linz  and  William  U.  Scott,  of  Warren  county,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  commissioners  authorized  to  receive  subscrip* 
tions  to  the  capital  stock  hereby  created,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  a  majority  of  them  may  direct,  on  giving  such  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper,  when  and 
where  the  subscriptions  will  be  received;  and  at  the  time  of

AN  ACT 

Re-annexing  |MLrt  of  Bndy  townsliip,  in  Lycoming  county,  to  Union  county. 

Whereas,  The  township  of  Washington,  embracing  the  ter*  Pnamblt. 
ritory  composing  the  township  of  Brady,  in  the  county  of  Ly- 
coming, was  formerly  part  of  the  county  of  Union,  but  owinsp 
to  the  seat  of  justice  in  the  latter  county  having  been  located 
in  the  town  of  New  Berlin,  some  twenty  miles  distant  from  said 
township,  the  inhabitants  thereof  procured  the  passage  of  an 
act  of  the  legislature,  which  was  approved  on  the  eleventh  day 
of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen, 
annexing  said  township  of  Washington  (then  composing  the 
territory  embracing  the  township  of  Brady)  to  the  county  of 
Lycoming: 

Jjnd  whereas^  By  an  act  of  assembly,  approved  the  second 
day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-five,  the  seat  of  justice  was  removed  from  New  Berlin  to 
the  borough  of  Lewisburg,  a  distance  of  only  about  ten  miles 
from  said  township  of  Brady,  by  a  level  road,  and  a  very  large 
majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  said  township  of 
Brady,  within  the  boundaries  hereinafter  described,  deeming 
it  more  convenient,  desire  to  be  re-annexed  to  the  county  of 
Union;  therefore, 

2>ECTioN  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen>' 
totives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jissemhly 
met  J  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sasie.  That 
ail  that  port  of  Brady  township,  in  Lycoming  county,  (being  Bonndariaf  of 
the  south-eastern  part  of  said  township,)  commencing  at  the  ^^  pvt  of 
corner  of  intersection  of  Union,  Northumberland  and  Lycoming  j/tAnezedto 
counties,  at  the  West  Branch  of  the  Susquehanna  river ;  thence  Union  oonnty. 
op  said  river  on  the  line  between  Lycoming  and  Northumber- 
land counties,  to  a  point  five  rods  north  of  Michael  Fisher^s 
dwelling  house,  on  the  bank  of  said  river ;  thence  a  westerly 
course  to  intersect  the  western  line  of  said  township  of  Brady, 
at  or  near  Jackson  Forseman's  tenant  house,  now  occupied  by 
Franklin  Woodley;  thence  a  southern  course  on  the  line  of 
Brady  township  and  Washington  township,  to  intersect  the 
Union  county  line  $  and  thence  along  the  Union  county  line  to 
the  place  of  beginning,  be  and  is  hereby  re-annexed  to  the  county 
of  Union. 

Section  2.  That  Abraham  Straub  and  Joseph  M.  Nesbit,  of  Dntlof  of  oom- 
Northumberland  county,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  ni«io»«"- 
who  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  properly  ascertain 
and  mark  the  division  line  between  the  counties  of  Union  and 
Lycoming,  as  changed  by  annexing  said  territory^  to  the  county 
of  Union  ;  and  also  to  make  out  two  drafts  of  said  division  line, 
one  copy  of  which  they  shall  deposit  in  the  recorder's  office  in 
Lycoming  county,  and  the  other  in  the  recorder's  office  of  Union 
eoooty  \  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  respectively  receive 
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the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  necessarily  engaged  in 
running  said  division  line  and  making  out  the  drafts  of  the 
same;  and  chain  carriers  and  axemen  to  receive  each  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  the  time  necessarily  employed,  which 
compensation  the  commissioners  of  Union  county  shall  pay  by 
orders  on  the  county  treasury :  Provided  however,  That  in  case 
said  commissioners  or  either  of  them  shall  refuse  or  he  unable 
to  act,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
Union  county  he  authorized  to  fill  such  vacancies  by  appoint- 
ment. 

Section  3.  That  where  any  mortgages  of  any  lands  or  tene* 
ments  situate  within  the  territory  hereby  annexed  to  the  county 
of  Union,  shall  have  been  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office  of  the 
county  of  Lycoming  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  lien 
of  said  mortgage  shall  remain  the  same  as  if  this  act  had  not 
been  passed :  Provided^  That  all  process  for  the  recovery  of  the 
same,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  issue  from  the  coanty 
of  Union,  on  a  certified  copy,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  prothono* 
tary,  except  where  parts  of  the  tract  of  land  covered  by  snch 
mortgage  is  in  the  county  of  Lycoming,  and  in  such  case,  it 
shall  be  proceeded  on  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Section  4.  That  the  lien  of  all  judgments  entered  in  the  conrt 
of  common  pleas  of  Lycoming  county  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  act,  that  are  liens  on  property  embraced  in  the  territory  re- 
annexed  to  Union  county,  shall  be  and  remain  as  if  this  act  had 
not  been  passed :  Provided,  That  to  continue  the  lien  of  any 
such  judgment  on  any  lands  or  tenements  situate  in  the  ter- 
ritory so  annexed  to  Union  county,  beyond  the  period  of  fire 
years  from  the  date  of  such  entry,  a  transcript  of  the  same 
shall  be  filed  in  the  prothonotary's  office  of  said  county  of 
Union,  and  scire  facias,  to  revive  the  same,  as  in  other  cases, 
issued  out  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Union  county,  and 
testatum  executions  may  issue  as  is  provided  by  the  laws  of  this 
commonwealth* 

Section  5.  That  all  proceedings,  suits,  cases  and  prosecutions 
which  shall  be  pending  in  the  several  courts  of  Lycoming  county 
at  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  proceeded  in  to  a  final  termi- 
nation,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  like  efifect  as  if  this  act 
had  not  been  passed. 

Section  6.  That  road,  poor  and  school  taxes  assessed  in  said 
township  of  Brady,  including,  as  well  such  as  are  collected  and 
on  hand,  as  those  uncollected  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall 
be  divided,  by  the  township  auditors,  as  they  may  deem  just, 
between  that  part  of  said  township  of  Brady  annexed  to  the 
county  of  Union  and  the  part  remaining,  attached  to  the  coanty 
of  Lycoming. 

Section  7.  That  the  state,  county  and  militia  tax  for  that  pert 
of  the  township  of  Brady  which  is  hereby  annexed  to  the  county 
of  Union,  though  assessed,  shall  be  collected  and  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  Union  county :  Provided,  The  duplicates  have  not 
been  made  out  and  delivered  to  the  collectors  prior  to  the  pass- 
age of  this  act. 

Section  8.  That  within  thirty  dayjs  from  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  sherifiT  and  at  least  two  of  the  county  commissioners  of 
Union  county,  ebali  select  from  the  territory  by  this  oct  re-an» 
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nezed  to  said  county  of  Union,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  intel- 
ligent and  judicious  persons,  to  serve  as  jurors,  and  place  their 
names  in  the  wheel,  to  have  the  like  effect  as  if  said  territory 
had  belonged  to  said  county  of  Union  at  the  regular  time  of  se- 
lecting jurors,  and  that  hereafter  the  jurors  shall  be  selected  in 
the  usual  way  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  9.  That  the  officers  for  conductiug  the  township  elec-  Speoiai  aleotion, 
tioQ  of  Brady  township,  in  the  county  of  Lycoming,  shall,  on  object  of. 
the  last  Saturday  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  at  the  usual  place  for  holding  the  township  elections, 
hold  a  special  election,  between  the  hours  of  eight  oVlock,  A. 
M.,  and  seven  o'clock,  F.  M.,  of  said  day,  and  shall  receive  from 
the  qualified  voters  of  that  part  of  the  said  township  of  Brady  Mode  of  voting. 
proposed  by  this  bill  to  be  annexed  to  Union  county,  tickets 
labelled  "Brady  township,"  and  within,  either  the  words,  "For 
Union  county,"  or  "  For  Lycoming  county ;"  and  the  said  officers 
of  said  election  shall  make  return  of  the  votes  polled  for  Union  Return, 
county,  and  of  the  votes  polled  for  Lycoming  county,  to  the 
next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  couQty  of  Lycoming, 
which  return  shall  be  filed  among  the  papers  of  said  court,  and 
a  record  thereof  made  as  of  other  township  elections,    if  a 
majority  of  the  votes  polled  shall  be  for  Union  county,  then  the  RmqU. 
said  township  of  Brady,  according  to  the  boundaries  prescribed 
in  this  act,  shall  be  and  hereby  is  re-annexed  to  Union  county ; 
and  if  the  majority  of  the  votes  polled  shall  be  for  Lycoming 
county,  then  the  said  part  of  Brady  township  shall  not  be  re- 
annexed  to  Union  county,  but  shall  be  and  remain  a  part  of  Ly- 
coming county,  and  the  several  provisions  of  this  bill  shall  be 
void  and  of  no  efifect:  Provided^  That  the  sheriff  of  Lycoming  Provito. 
county  shall  give  notice  of  such  election,  not  less  than  four 
weeks  before  the  time  of  holding  the  same,  by  publication,  for 
three  successive  weeks,  in  two  weekly  papers  in  Lycoming 
county,  and  by  posting  not  less  than  fifty  handbills  in  the  most 
public  places  of  the  township :  ^nd  provided  further,  That  in  ProviM. 
case  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  shall  be  for 
Union  county,  a  certified  copy  of  such  election  return,  as  filed 
in  Lycoming  county,  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  prothonotary 
to  the  prothonotary  of  Union  county,  and  shall  therein  be  en- 
tered of  record,  and  shall  be  therein  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
resQJt  of  said  election.

To  antborize  the  Dissolution  of  the  Corporation,  entitled  "  The  Philadel- 
phia Steam  Tag  Company  for  Saying  and  Protecting  Propeity." 

Whereas,  The  directors  of  the  Philadelphia  Steam  Tug  com- 
pany for  saving  and  protecting  property,  incorporated  by  an 
act  of  assembly  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania^  passed 
the  second  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  ban- 
ilred  and  fifty-five,  have  found  it  impossible  to  obtain  sufficient 
subscriptions  to  build  a  suitable  ice  boat  to  keep  open  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river  Delaware  in  winter,  and  funds  requisite  for 
its  support,  it  is  therefore  desirable  to  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the 
company,  and  to  pay  to  the  stockholders  such  dividend  as  may 
arise  from  any  balance  of  funds  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
directors;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representih 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  AssemUy 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  the  Philadelphia 
Steam  Tug  company  for  saving  and  protecting  property,  to  apply 
by  petition  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  city  and  county 
of  Philadelphia,  setting  forth  the  facts  stated  in  the  preamble 
to  this  act,  and  praying  for  the  relief  hereby  provided ;  where- 
upon the  said  court  shall  make  a  decree,  that  the  said  corporation 
shall  thereupon  and  thereafter  be  dissolved  and  terminated ;  and 
the  members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  and  remain  forever 
thereafter  discharged  and  released  from  all  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities as  such:  Provided  howtver^  That  before  making  any  de-

To  aa  tct  to  establish  High  and  Low  Water  Lines  In  the  Monongahela, 
Allegheny  and  Ohio  rivers,  in  the  vicinity  of  Pittsburg. 

Whereas,  In  pursuance  of  an  act,  approved  the  sixteenth  Preamble, 
day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-eight,  entitled  '^An  Act  to  establish  high  and  low  water 
lines  on  the  Allegheny,  Monongahela  and  Ohio  rivers,  in  the

penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  the  cost  of  re-setting, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  stone  or  stones  unlawfully  dis- 
turbed or  displaced,  to  be  recovered  as  debts  of  like  amount  are

such  house  so  provided,  and  thereafter  to  be  kept,  lodged  and 
maintained  therein,  so  long  as  such  persons  shall  continue  a 
charge  upon  raid  township ;  and  no  person,  who  shall  refuse  to 
go  to  said  poor  house,  or  to  be  maintained  therein,  shall  be  en* 
titled  to  receive  relief  or  support  from  raid  township  during  the 
time  of  such  refusal :  Providtd^  That  raid  directors  may,  if  they 
think  proper,  aflford  relief  to  any  poor  persons,  without  reqairing 
them  to  be  removed  to  and  kept  at  raid  poor  house. 

Section  7.  That  the  raid  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to 
provide  work  and  employment  for  such  poor  persons  as  may  be 
able  to  labor  or  pursue  any  employment;  and  if  any  poor  person, 
unless  unable  by  reason  of  age,  infancy,  disease,  or  other  dirabil* 
ity,  shall  refuse  to  perform  such  reasonable  labor  or  service  as 
shall  be  allotted  to  or  required  of  him  or  her  by  said  direoors, 
such  person  or  persons  shall  not  be  entitled  to  or  receive  any  re* 
lief  or  assistance  during  such  refural,  and  shall,  immediately 
npon  such  refusal,  be  discharged  from  raid  poor  house. 

Section  8.  That  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  town- 
ship shall,  when  notified  by  the  raid  directors,  in  the  manner 
provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  act,  cease  to  act  as  over- 
seers of  the  poor  in  raid  township,  except  so  far  as  may  be  re- 
quired to  settle,  adjust  and  close  their  accounts,  as  overseers, 
with  raid  township,  or  with  persons  with  whom  they  have  trans- 
acted business ;  and  they  shall,  upon  demand,  deliver  to  the  raid 
directors  transcripts  of  all  poor  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  dnpli 
cates  in  their  hands,  together  wi^h  all  books,  papers,  orders  and 
documents  pertaining  to  their  office  of  overseers ;  and  shall  alto

That  the  steward  or  manager  of  said  poor  house  Annnai  state- 
is  hereby  required  yearly,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  each  "*•***  J?  inoome, 
year,  to  furnish  to  said  directors  a  statement,  under  oath,  of  the  Ao^* to  be  mad*. 
ineome  of  said  real  estate  as  nearly  as  the  same  can  be  done ; 
also  of  excess  of  expenditures  over  and  above  said  income,  the 
auftoiint  and  kind  of  personal  property  then  on  hand,  the  num- 
ber of  persons  admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year,  with 
the  number  then  in  said  poor  house,  the  age,  nativity  aQd  sex  of 
each,  and  the  length  of  time  each  remained  therein ;  the  trea- 
surer shall  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  year,  render 
under  oath,  to  said  directors,  a  just  and  correct  account  of  his 
receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  preceding  year ;  and  the 
eaid  directors  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January  in  each 
year,  make  a  statement  of  the  receipts,  disbursements  and  ex- 
penditures of  said  corporation  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
of  the  personal  and  real  estate  then  held  by  them,  and  cause 
copies  of  said  statement  to  be  posted  in  at  least  three  of  the 
most  public  hotels  in  said  township  of  Blakely. 

Section  1 1.  That  the  auditors  of  the  township  of  Blakely  Anditon. 
shall  constitute  a  board  of  auditors  to  settle  the  accounts  of  said 
directors,  and  which  auditors  shall  meet  for  that  purpose  on  the 
second  Monday  of  January  in  each  year,  and  shall  receive  for 
their  services  each  one  dollar  per  day  for  every  day  necessarily 
employed.  .

diately before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  upon  conviction  of  the 
ofience  charged,  be  liable  to  immediate  payment  of  the  penalty 
imposed  for  violating  such  ordinance,  or  in  default  of  the  pay- 
ment of  said  penalty,  be  committed  to  jail  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding forty-eight  hours.

disburse  and  account  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his 
hands,  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  and  shall,  if  required 
by  the  trustees,  give  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of

church  and  Zion's  church,  who  shall  jointly  elect  one  trustee 

Yaesnciei.  from  each  of  said  congregations,  and  if  any  vacancy  occurs  in 

the  said  board  of  trustees  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  the 
surviving  trustees  of  each  denomination,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have

W  HEBE  AS,  A  class  of  dealers  in  old  iron,  brass  and  other 
metals,  commonly  called  junk  shop  keepers,  have  established 
themselves  in  various  parts  of  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  and 
many  of  them,  by  traveling  among  the  various  collieries  and 
other  establishments  in  that  county  using  materials  of  iron  and 
other  metals,  with  their  horses  and  wagons,  and  purchasing,  ia- 
discriminately,  from  children,  youths,  employees  and  others, 
any  articles  of  old  or  second-hand  iron,  brass  and  other  metals, 
without  regard  to  the  ownership  thereof,  not  only  encourage 
pilfering  and  demoralize  the  youth  and  employees  of  the  county, 
but  often  deprive  the  real  ownei  of  property  of  great  value  to 
him,  but  which  separated  from  its  proper  use  is  of  very  trifling 
value  to  the  seller : 

,^7id  w/iereas,  Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  identifying  the  articles 
thus  taken,  prosecutions  for  larceny  and  receiving  stolen  goods

county,  who  shall  be  a  competent  accountant,  to  serve  as  con- 
troller of  said  county  until  the  first  Monday  in  December^  Anoo 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  or  ontil  his 
successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  if  he  so  long  beh4ftf« 
himself  well ;  and  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county  shall,  at 
the  regular  annual  election  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  at 
the  same  election  in  every  third  year  thereafter,  elect  one  per- 
son, qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  serve  as  controller  of  said  county 
for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  Decembtf 
then  next  ensuing,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  qualified.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  to  iocorporste  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Noniatown

Section  2.  That  -whenever  any  such  person  or  association  of 
citizens  desire  to  establish  a  tmnk,  or  increase  its  capital,  thef 
shall  make  a  certificate,  to  be  hereinafter  described,  under  their 
hands  and  seals,  and  shall  cause  a  notice  of  the  same  to  be  ad- 
vertised for  at  least  six  months  in  at  least  three  newspapers,  one 
published  at  the  seat  of  government  of  the  state,  and  the  other 
two  in  the  city  or  county  where  such  bank  is  to  be  located,  one 
of  whicii  shall  be  in  the  German  language,  if  such  paper  ifi  pub- 
lished ;  which  certificate,  after  due  notice  of  the  same  shall  be 
published  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  submitted  to  and  examined  by  the 
attorney  general  of  the  commonwealth,  and  by  him  certified 
to  be  properly  drawn  and  signed,  and  that  the  notice  of  the 
same  has  been  duly  and  correctly  advertised  according  to  law, 
and  that  the  certificate  and  the  published  notice  are  in  conformity 
with  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  for 
which  service  ^he  attorney  general  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of 
five  dollars. 

Section  3.  That  the  certificate  approved  by  the  attorney  gen- 
eral shall  specify, 

i. — The  name  assumed  by  such  person  or  association  to  be 
used  in  its  dealings,  and  the  names  and  residences  of  each  mem- 
ber of  any  partnership  or  association. 

11. — The  place  of  business,  designating  the  city,  town  or  vil- 
lage and  the  county  where  the  contemplated  bank  is  to  be  lo- 
cated, and  which  location  shall  not  be  changed  without  the 
consent  of  the  auditor  general  after  six  months'  public  notice. 

III. — The  amount  of  capital  stock  of  such  association,  the 
number  of  shares  into  which  the  same  shall  be  divided,  together 
with  any  contemplated  increase  of  capital  stock. 

IV. — The  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  shareholders^ 
and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each  of  them  respectively. 

V, — That  when  the  certificate  is  so  certified  by  the  attorney 
general  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  for 
recording  of  deeds  in  the  city  or  county  where  the  bank  is 
to  be  located,  and  a  copy  of  said  certificate,  duly  certified  by 
the  recorder,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  gen- 
eral, and  the  auditor  general  upon  the  receipt  of  such  certified 
copy  shall  enter  thereon  and  upon  the  original  certificate,  to  be 
retained  by  such  persons  or  banking  association,  the  day  and 
date  of  the  filing  of  the  same,  and  shall  moreover  cause  a  true 
copy  of  such  certificate  to  be  recorded  at  length  in  a  suitable 
book  to  be  kept  in  his  office  for  that  purpose,  for  which  he  shall 
receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  the  governor  shall,  upon 
the  certified  copy  of  the  aforesaid  certificate  being  produced  be- 
fore him,  cause  letters  patent  under  the  great  seal  of  the  com- 
monwealth to  be  issued  to  the  said  banker  or  corporation.

to  contract,  prosecute  and  defend  actions  of  every  description 
as  fully  as  natural  persons,  and  process  against  such  bank  may 
be  served  upon  its  president  or  cashier,  or  by  leaving  a  copy 
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thereof  at  their  usual  place  of  business  during  the  asual  hours  of 
business;  they  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws  and  adopt  a 
corporate  seal,  and  to  change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure, 
and  shall  during  the  term  of  twenty  years  from  the  date  afore- 
said, if  the  said  bank  shall  so  long  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  have  power  to  loan  money,  buy,  sell  and  discount

citing  said  auditor  general  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  such 
writ  should  not  be  granted,  and  after  the  finding  of  a  jury  that 
such  bank  has  at  all  times  continued,  and  still  continues,  to  re- 
deem in  gold  and  silver  coin  its  notes  of  circulation,  shall  make 
an  order  enjoining  the  auditor  general  from  all  further  pro- 
ceedings against  such  bank  on  account  of  the  supposed  act  of 
insolvency  on  which  such  proceedings  were  instituted,  and 
thereupon  all  the  property  and  assets  of  such  bank  shall  be  re- 
stored to  its  directors. 

Section  26.  That  if  the  auditor  general  in  any  case  fail  to 
proceed  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  sections  of 
this  act  in  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  outstanding  notes 
of  circulation  and  other  liabilities  of  the  failing  bank,  and  in 
closing  the  afiairs  of  any  bank  that  shall  have  committed  an 
act  of  insolvency,  the  holders  of  any  of  its  notes  of  circulation 
or  other  creditors  of  such  bank  may,  in  case  payment  of  such 
notes  of  circulation  or  other  claim  has  been  refused  when  law- 
fully demanded  and  remain  unpaid,  apply  to  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  for  its  writ  commanding  the  auditor  general

make  distribution  of  its  assets.

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepreseM- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That

That  the  capital  stock  of  this  corporation  shall 
consist  of  and  not  at  any  time  exceed  three  thousand  shares  of 
the  par  value  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  each,  and 
may  be  issued  and  re-issued  from  time  to  time  in  one  or  more 
series ;  the  stockholders  shall  be  white  persons  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  upwards;  but  white  minors  may  hold 
stock  in  the  same  by  trustees  and  not  otherwise  f  and  no  stock- 
holder or  trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  more  than  fifty  shares 
at  any  one  time.

poration ;  at  which  time  the  board  of  directors  shall  submit  a  re- 
port of  their  proceedings  for  the  previous  year,  and  a  statement 
of  the  condition  of  the  association. 

Section  7.  That  stated  monthly  meetings  of  the  hoard  of  Monthly  auH-

other  officer,  executing  such  writ,  to  give  to  the  persons  employed 
by  the  defendant  in  said  writ  notice  of  the  issuing  thereof,  by 
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Iwmity  printed  fcsndbillB,  put  up  in  imblre  places  in  the  iMfgli- 
borfaood  of  the  property  to  be  eold,  at  keast  two  weeks  befote 
the  proposed  sale,  requiring  them  to  make  known  to  bin,  til 
least  five  days  before  the  sale  of  said  property,  the  kind  and 
amomit  of  their  respective  claims  against  such  defendant ;  and 
when  the  claims  shall  have  been  so  made  known,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  other  officer,  to  pay  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  under  the  said  writ,  the  amount  due  to  each  of  tb« 
persons  so  employed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacitd  by  the  Senatt  and  H^use  of  Repream" 
tativ€9  of  the  CommonweaUk  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Aeeembly 
fief,  and  it  ia  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Daniel  Bailey,  William  Kingley,  £•  P.  Shaw,  Sturgis  Squires,  OommiMiontit. 
E.  H.  Perkins,  Charles  Hornet,  Harry  M<»gan,  C.  F.  Niehols, 
L.  P.  Stalford,  William  Gorbin,  Jerre  Adams,  Isaac  Myer  and 
George  Dunham,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  or  before  the  first  Their  datiaf  sad 
day  of  December,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  powers, 
sixty-one,  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as

Relative  to  the  office  of  Coroner  of  Northampton  coanty. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met  J  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  oj  the  same^  That

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day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoasand  eigk 
hundred  and  sixty,  adopt  an  ordinance,  entitled  ''An  ordinance 
to  dissolve  the  union  between  the  state  of  South  Carolina  tad 
other  states  united  with  her  under  the  compaet,  entitled  ^Tbe 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America,'  "  whereby  it  if 
declared  that  the  said  Union  is  dissolved : 

0^nd  whereas,  It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  people  of  Pennsft- 
^ania,  through  their  representatives  in  this  general  assembiy,  to 
make  known  what  they  consider  to  be  the  object  sought  and 
the  obligations  and  duties  imposed  by  the  eonstilstioD ;  be  it 
therefore, 

1.  Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresenteUives  of  the
